Seventh.  It  is  the  heaviest  bloomer 
known;  setting  more  forms  up  to  Aug. 
1st  than  the  weevils  can  destroy.  See 
our  pamphlet,  “Delfos  Cotton, — What  It 
Is,”  for  records. 

Eighth.  It  is  the  most  prolific;  pro- 
duces more  lint  per  acre  than  any  other 
Staple  variety,  even  more  than  most 
short  staple  varieties. 

Ninth.  It  is  well  adapted  to  close 
spacing,  because  of  its  light  foliage  and 
early  heavy  fruiting. 

Tenth.  It  does  well  over  a wide  range 
of  territory;  ranking  high  when  tested 
on  fertile  valley  land  or  on  poor  upland. 

Eleventh.  It  picks  well  and  is  liked 
by  the  labor.
